the trouble to the patient’s atten­ 
tion for the first time. 


Blockage of the flow of blood 
through 
the 
hemorrhoidal 
veins 
favors the development of piles. 
Many factors are involved: long 
continued severe coughing, child­ 
birth, the muscular strain of heavy 
lifting, athletics or constipation. 


Often the first symptoms of piles 
is the presence of blood on the 
outside of the bowel waste without 
pain. Another common early sign 
is itching. Bleeding is usually slight 
at first, but the amount of blood 
lost can eventually cause anemia. 
Ulcers, or cracks in the skin or 
mucous membrane around the rec­ 
tum often develops in a continued 
case. Such complications are usu­ 
ally painful. 
At times clots can form inside 
the enlarged veins. These are like­ 
ly to arise suddenly, together with 
severe pain. The clots are usual­ 
ly absorbd in a week or so, though 
the clot can be removed by sur­ 
gery. 
A letter from D. asks not only 
for information about hemorrhoids 
in general, but also whether there 
is any cure besides surgery and 
whether heat should be used. 
In mild 
cases 
there 
is 
often 
considerable improvement without 


surgery and sometimes surgery is* 


not necessary. When it comes to 
a cure, however, that is complete 
relief of severe or con sisten tly 
bleeding hemorrhoids, there almost 
certainly is no method which is 
as satisfactory as surgery. Heat is 
of little value, though it might pos­ 
sibly relieve the discomfort tem­ 
porarily. 


The operation can be perform­ 
ed with either local or general 
anesthesia. There has been some 
improvment 
in 
the 
methods 
of* 
treatment and postoperative care 
in recent years so that convales­ 
cence is usually more rapid and 
the pain less severe foUowiog this 
operation. 


I am often asked whether hem­ 
orrhoids lead to cancer. Fortun­ 
ately, 
though 
hemorrhoids 
may 
cause a lot of discomfort, they do 
not increase the chances of de­ 
veloping cancer. But one should 
be sure that bleeding or other 
symptoms in this area are not the 
result of cancer since to delay 
treatment 
in 
such 
event would* 
be disastrous.

Question Of Means 


It is hard to b ecome interested in last-minu tt 
ju ggling of foreign-aid figu res while pondering 
the implications b ehind a story which came ou t 
of the U.S. Censu s Bu reau this week. 
Per capita income, the b u reau reports, reached 
an average of $1,940 in 1956. This was b efore 
tax es. It looks like a lot of money at first 
sight, and it wou ld b e if it were not for tax es. 
It is impossib le to know ex actly how mu ch 
is su b tracted b y tax ation, b ecau se of wide dif­ 
ferences in local and state tax rates. The total 
taken b y federal tax ation is indeterminate. Even 
an accou nting wizard is b affled b y hidden 
tax es, overlapping tax es and the shrewdly- 
organized confu sion of the income tax laws. 
Bu t every person who comments on the total 
tax take, whether speaking as a government 
official or an ordinary citizen, agrees the limit 
of the people’s ab ility to b ear tax es has b een 
reached and ex ceeded, u nless the pu rpose is to 
fag the free enterprise system into a state of 
progressive decline. 
The Department of Commerce has estimated 
that the average per family b ite into the federal 
income tax alone was $540 in 1955—enou gh to 
take a sizeab le chu nk ou t of even $2,000 per 
capita incomes. And all other tax b ites are 
added to that first monstrou s b ite. 
They now are talking in Washington ab ou t 
adding as mu ch as another half b illion to foreign 
aid, or enou gh to make a rou nd figu re of three 
b illion dollars. If there are 170 million Ameri­ 
cans, foreign aid wou ld check ou t at $17.60 per 
person in a federal b u dget calling for $423 per 
person b efore it was trimmed a few b illion b y 
popu lar demand. 
Foreign aid has b ecome a qu estion of means— 
not how mu ch money is needed ab road b u t how 
mu ch money can b e spared at home.

In all cou rt procedu res, everyb ody with a 
stake in the ou tcome goes on trial with the de­ 
fendant.

This in sures good organ iza­ 
tion . 
“On ce un d er way. d on ’t stop 
for an ythin g. Don 't stop for phon e 
icalls or a sn ack. Don ’t worry 
about grammar an d spellin g un til 
you’ve d ashed off your first d raft,” 
he ad vises. “If you in terrupt your­ 
self. your paper loses its swin g, be­ 
gin s to get stiff.” 
Now go back over the paper 
checkin g grammar, pun ctuation , 
relation ship of id eas an d so on .
